Washington, Dec. 7.—At 12 o'clock 
both houses of congress will convene 
for the beginning of the second ses­ 
sion of the Sixtieth congress. Vice 
President Fairbanks and Speaker Can­ 
non are both in the city and the for­ 
mer will open the senate, while th e , 
latter will preside in the house. Prac-1 
tically no business will be transacted 
in either branch Monday. In the sen­ 
ate ex-Gov. Cummins of Iowa will take 
the oath of office as thq, successor of 
Senator Allison, as will 
Carroll 
S. 
Page of Vermont as the successor of 
Senator Stewart. 
Tn the house the 
seven members who were elected in 
November to succeed members who 
have died or resigned in that body will 
also be sworn in. 
In addition to the 
administration of the oath, each of the 
two houses will appoint committees 
to notify the other house and the pres­ 
ident that the two bodies are organ­ 
ized and prepared to go forward with 
the business of the session. The sen­ 
ate will then adjourn for the day out 
of respect to the memory of Senator 
Allison, who died during the recess. 
The house will also terminate its brief 
session with resolutions commemora­ 
tive of the lives of Messrs. Parker, 
Wiley, Dun well and Powers, who have 
died since adjournment last May. 
Tuesday will be given up by both 
houses to the reading of the presi­ 
dent’s message. As this is the last an­ 
nual message which President Roose­ 
velt will send to congress, there i? un­ 
usual interest in it. 
The general re­ 
port is that it will prove to be a con­ 
servative and carefully prepared docu­ 
ment, and it is not believed that a 
great many recommendations for lej 
islation along new lines will be ven­ 
tured upon by the president. 
It is expected that the house will be­ 
gin business Wednesday morning with 
the consideration of the bill providing 
the means for taking the thirteenth 
census. 
This bill was pending when 
congress adjourned in May, and there 
will be an effort to get it through both 
houses before the Christmas holiday 
recess. 
It is the expectation of Mr. 
Tawnev, chairman of the committee 
on appropriations, that hl3 committee 
will be prepared to report the bill 
making appropriation for the legisla­ 
tive, executive and judicial branches 
of the government before the end of 
the week and its consideration will bej 
begun at the first practical moment. 
The senate has no special order for 
the w'eek except for the delivery ofj 
addresses on Saturday in honor of the 
memory of the late Senator Redfleld 
Proctor, and it is probable that only 
brief daily sessions will be held. 
For next week the senate has agreed 
to take up the bill for the establish­ 
ment of postal savings banks and Sen­ 
ator Foraker's hill authorizing the re­ 
enlistment of the negro soldiers who 
were discharged from the army with­ 
out honor on account of the Browns­ 
ville riot of 1906.

Rome, he boldly avowed his Protestant­ 
ism, and visited Galileo in the prison 
of the Inquisition; and his expressed 
hope of writing a great epic—“some­ 
thing so written to aftertimes as ’hey 
should not willingly let it die.” 
But 
this enterprise was 
to be long 
de­ 
ferred. His journey home was hast- n. 
tened by news of the outbreak of hos­ 
tilities between 
Charles I 
and the 
Scots. Milton felt that now his proper 
place was in his own country. 
He 
wrote: “I thought it base to be travel­ 
ing for 
intellectual 
culture abroa I 
while my fellow-citizens were lighting j 
for liberty at home.” 
in 1611, a year before tlie contend­ 
ing armies took the field in the Civil 
war, he began 
to 
write books and 
pamphlets in open and eloquent advo­ 
cacy of republican 
principles. 
The 
treatise of “The Reformutiou in Lug- 
land” was 
directed mainly 
against 
the despotic claims of the established 
church, but not forgetting the abuses 
of monarehial power. 
His character 
stands out very clearly in his next 
work, “The Reason of Church Govern­ 
ment Urged Against Prelacy.” There 
we see with what regret he abandoned 
his poetical designs—and plunged into 
polemics at the call of duty, lie found 
himself in the midst of a desperate 
struggle, in which the highest inter­ 
ests were at stake. He felt that now 
the fight for civil, religious and Intel* 
lectual liberty bad to be fought to the 
and that as a lover of liberty he 


works, “Areopagitica, a Speech for tne 
Liberty of Unlicensed Printing.” 
in 
this he attacked the restrictions put 
upon the press by the Presbyterians 
with no 
less ardor 
than that with 
which he had assailed the Episcopacy. 
It mattered not which party struck a 
blow' at liberty, he stood forth as lib­ 
erty’s defender. 
What h-e contended 
for w as simply the right to print with­ 
out the need of obtaining a license, 
which involved the possibility of pub­ 
lication being forbidd-; n by the llcen 
ser. But the reasoning or the "A-eo- 
pagitica” Is not confined to this issue; 
it Is a defense of the right of a free 
¡expression of opinion for all time, acd 
I has come to be regarded as almost tho 
gospel of freedom of speech. 
The execution of Charles I was tot- 
lowed within a fortnight by Miltons 
defense of the deed, under the title or 
“The Tenure 
of 
Kings and Magis­ 
trates;” and 
six 
weeks later the 
writer was appointed to a post which 
no other man in England was so com­ 
petent to fill, that of “Secretary or 
Foreign Tongues," tfhose duty was to 
draft diplomatic correspondence with 
foreign powers, then 
carried on in 
Latin. 
It was not, however, in 
hU 
official capacity that Milton r< mlo-ed 
his greatest service to the Common­ 
wealth, but by his writing of the "De­ 
fense of the People.” This work ma le 
Milton famous all over Europe, and 
was the immediate occasion of the loss 
of his eyesight, deliberately sacrifice l 
by him in the cause of his country.
